a foot square to a depth of 12 inches. Incorporate into this 
hole a handful of dehydrated manure and a teaspoonful of super= 
phosphate, Mix thoroly. Set plant at former level as shown 

by soil line on leaves of the plant you receive, Space them 

from 18 inches to 24 inches apart. Make sure they get sun at 

- least six hours « day. Cover back hole with soil and your 
plants will do the rest.
